PROHIBITION LAW INVOLVED. 


The technical point raised br Judge 


Ross Involved only the prohibition law. 
which -was adopted by the people of Ari- 
zona at the election November 3. as a. 
• onst'Uitional amendment. The alien labor 
law against which an injunction is also 
Bought, -was an initiated statutory prop- 
osition and as such comes •within the 
jurisdiction of the tribunal. Judge Ross 
stated his point before- arguments were 
b-gun on th* questions at issue in the 
prohibition case. 
Attorneys 
for the 


parties attacking the law stated that 
their petitions for Injunction set 
forth 


primarily that the constitutional amend- 
ment violated rights guaranteed by the 
federal consiution.
